A youthful, attractive lady ichthyologist with 
impressive achievements to her credit could 
almost certainly be counted upon for a lively 
story of her personal and professional ex- 
periences; the author lives up to all ex- 
pectations in this account of her unusual 
career. To the reader’s enjoyment, this girl 
of Japanese-American parentage begins with 
a description of herself as a child who kept 
fish and snakes for pets, and grew up quite 
naturally to be a specialist on plectognaths, 
fishes noted for peculiar behavior. The au- 
thor’s research projects took her into the At- 
lantic, Pacific, and Red Seas; her recital of 
them shows that she is as keen and friendly 
an observer of people as she is of fishes.

Tazieff, Haroun. Caves of adventure. 
Harper, $3. Tentative date July 22 


In 1951 and 1952 an expedition attempted to 
explore the underground caves of Pierre 
Saint-Martin, on the French-Spanish border, 
in search of scientific data on such subjects 
as subsurface water sources. The author, a 
novice at the time, graphically describes his 
sensations on being introduced to spelunking, 
and makes his readers feel the comradery of 
the explorers. In simple, heartfelt words he 
tells of witnessing the terrible fall of his 
friend Marcel Loubens, of the grim struggle 
he and two others made to save the dying 
man, the burial in the cave, and the explora- 
tions completed in Loubens’ name before the 
men allowed themselves to be brought up, 
with difficulty, to the surface. A grim, touch- 
ing, and terrifying story.

The fourth volume in a series on Burns covers 
his three-year attempt to establish himself 
as a farmer at Ellisland. He is shown as a man 
determined to make a success of his farm but 
struggling against unproductive land and the

mour is seen as a woman of rare understand- 
ing who takes in the child fathered by Burns 
in a passionate attachment. As in earlier 
volumes much of the story is carried forward 
by conversations in dialect that give the 
characters dramatic reality. The third volume, 
The wonder of all the gay world, was listed in

Lin, Yu-t‘ang. The vermilion gate, a novel 
of a far land. Day, $4.50. July 16. 


A novel of China in the 1930’s, when many 
educated young Chinese were beginning to 
question the traditional authority of their 
elders and to act independently. The court- 
ship of Li Fei, a roving correspondent, and 
Jo-an Tu, daughter of a liberal-minded schol- 
ar, was regarded by both families with benign 
approval, but before a marriage could be 
solemnized Li Fei was obliged to flee from 
an offended war lord. Realizing that she was 
pregnant, and that this was an unpardonable 
offense against both families, Jo-an followed 
Li Fei into exile, and was reunited with him 
after displaying such loyalty amid hardships 
that she won the forgiveness of the elders. 
Background material is good, and the charac- 
ters have individuality.

Upon receiving news of his best friend’s 
death by drowning, Vincent Tumulty, known 
to his women friends as a middle-aged bache- 
lor, went to the seaside to comfort the widow, 
who pictured herself gradually being con- 
soled and, perhaps, eventually married to 
this old friend. However, he also met Emily, 
victim of an accident which had so completely 
changed her appearance that, although still a 
beautiful and charming woman, she had set- 
tled into an apathetic existence as companion 
to a neurotic sister and her abnormal child. 
Vinny’s persistent siege to the defenses Emily 
had erected finally led her back to a more 
normal outlook and love, but discovery of 
the existence of Vinny’s wife by an early mar- 
riage, and subsequent gossip, threatened their 
precarious happiness until he found an un- 
conventional solution. A quiet, slow-moving 
English story with something of the problem 
confronted in Jane Eyre given modern treat- 
ment.

Creel, Herrlee Glessner. Chinese thought 
from Confucius to Mao Tsé-tung. 1953. 
292p. Univ. of Chic., $5. 


A popularly written introduction to the main 
outlines of Chinese philosophy, from the pre- 
Confucian period to Mao Tsé-tung. The key- 
note of Chinese thought, according to the 
author, has been a quest for contentment: the 
Chinese, he believes, have a talent for living 
each day as it comes that the aggressive and 
competitive Westerner would do well to 
emulate. He devotes most of the book to the 
intellectual tradition as it developed in 
feudal isolation; in conclusion, he evaluates 
the influence of Western ideas upon the 
Chinese mind.

During a quarter century of church and 
radio preaching and writing on religious sub- 
jects, Dr. Sockman, a Methodist minister, re- 
ceived over two million letters from people 
seeking help in reaching sincere religious 
convictions. This book is his answer to a 
tense and troubled generation. Using as a 
foundation of Christian belief the Apostles’ 
Creed, the author suggests answers to ques- 
tions frequently asked in connection with 
each article of its faith. He demonstrates in 
his own reasoning the necessity of gradual 
growth and strengthening of belief by per- 
sonal thought, prayer, and effort, and reas- 
suringly and persuasively sets the reader on 
his way toward that effort.

Convinced that consumers’ cooperatives offer 
the password to the future, the former execu- 
tive secretary of the Cooperative League out- 
lines the history of cooperative thought. He 
quotes extensively from social scientists, 
engineers, educators, and reformers, all of 
whom provide arguments for cooperation as 
against competition in economic life. A gen- 
eralized treatment, strong in theory, rather 
than a specific description of how cooperatives 
sre organized and how they operate.

A member of the staff of Montefiore Hospital, 
a pioneer in the study and treatment of 
prolonged illness, presents for the layman an 
analysis of the problems that beset patients 
and their families. She indicates how the 
medical-social worker can be of assistance 
by treating patients as people and by helping 
them solve the problems that worry them. 
Admitting that facilities for such treatment 
and for proper convalescent care and re- 
habilitation are very inadequate, she points 
the way for communities concerned with the 
growing economic burden of chronic or pro- 
longed illness. Individuals facing this prob- 
lem, however, will find more hope than help 
in her analysis until more agencies follow her 
suggestions and increase such facilities.

command and execute their decisions. The 
author, mainly concerned with objective 
analysis, leaves aside the claims of history, 
psychology, and ethics. Nevertheless, his study 
uncovered enough fear of change, pessimism, 
and silent passivity to warrant his concern 
for the democratic process. As a corrective, 
he suggests democratic planning and social re- 
construction. A provocative and disturbing 
contribution to sociological studies of the 
American community.

The first half of the book 
describes the author’s childhood, free of color 
consciousness, the shock of learning in adoles- 
cence what it meant to be a Negro, and the 
awareness of prejudice that festered in him 
and in the girl he married. The second half 
of the book is an outspoken account of the 
Thomas’ reception in Vermont, where the 
genuinely equalitarian attitude far outweighed 
an occasional slight, and the Thomas’ initial 
defensiveness gradually yielded before the 
realization that they, like any strangers, were 
being required to prove their worth as 
neighbors.
